There are sixty species of oak in the 
United States. Only about fourteen of these 
are of commercial importance as furniture 
woods. . 

Furniture wood at the time of manufacture 
should have a moisture content of about six 
per cent, This is about the average of the 
moisture it will contain during its life, al- 
though this fluctuates with the seasons and 
with the humidity in the atmosphere. 


Oats make a splendid feed for dairy cows 
if they are ground and properly mixed with 
other concentrates. They are about as high 
in digestible crude protein as wheat bran. 
They should be mixed with other feeds, such 
as corn, Wheat bran, and cottonseed meal. 

A flaming meteorite, 25 ips in weight, 
is reputed to have caused a recent forest 
fire in the Walla Walla section of the Umatilla 
National Forest in Oregon. The meteorite, 
according to reports to the Forest Service, 
broke off a 28-inch tree 20 feet from the 
ground and lodged in the stump. 

American cuckoos, with a generally un- 
desirable reputation derived from observa- 
tions upon the European species, are most 


highly regarded by scientists of the Biological 
Survey who have studied their food habits. 
Cuckoos feed largely on caterpillars. The 
stomach of one cuckoo examined by a 
biologist showed remains of 250 tent cater- 
pillars and another had eaten 217 fall web- 
worms. Cuckoos are also fond of such pests 
as grasshoppers, sawfly larvae, and other 
injurious insects. 

Twenty-two persons have been appre- 
hended and prosecuted for hunting or killing 
migratory waterfowl with the use of air- 
planes since the Federal migratory-bird 
treaty act became effective, in 1918, under 
the administration of the Biological Surve 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Violations of this character have 
occurred in 11 States. In 11 cases the de- 
fendants were convicted and fines totaling 
$240 imposed, ranging from $10 to $50 each. 
In two cases the grand jury failed to return a 
aa bill, and the remaining nine cases were 
dismissed, 


Protecting Orchards from Mice 

The most satisfactory method of con- 
trolling field mice in orchards is by the use of 
poison bait, Put the poison in wooden or 
other containers, which are accessible to mice 
but which will protect the poison from the 
Weather and also from birds, and place these 
near the fruit trees. In orchards where mice 
are abundant it is advisable to place a con- 
tainer under each tree, The following prepa- 
ration is designed for use as a permanent 
bait in poison stations or containers and has 
also proved satisfactory for general use: 

Mix together dry, 1-8 ounce of powdered 
strychnine and 1-8 ounce of baking soda. 
Sift the strychnine — soda mixture over 1 
quart of rolled oats, stirring constantly to 
insure an even distribution of the poison 
through the grain. Thoroughly warm the 
poisoned rolled oats in an oven and sprinkle 
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over them 6 tablespoonfuls of a mixture of 3 | 


Purts of melted beef fat and 1 part of melted 
paraffin, mixing until the oats are evenly 
coated. When the grain is cool it is ready to 
use,

veloped several formulas for preparing baits 
and directions for distributing them. This 
information will be sent free upon request to 
the bureau at Washington, D.C, 


“Inside’”’ Information 

The matter of variety and contrast in the 
texture and flavor of the foods combined in 
one meal is not always given sufficient 
thought. Serve something crunchy like 
toast or browned crumbs on a scalloped dish, 
something soft, as a white sauce or custard, 
something crisp and fresh, like lettuce or cold 
slaw, to give variety in texture. For variety 
in flavor some foods should be bland or mild, 
like potatoes or bread; some should have a 
pronounced flavor, as in the case of rare 
steak, roast lamb, ham, or cheese, or some of 
the vegetables such as cauliflower, cabbage, 
onions, green peppers; there should also be 
something sour in itself like tomato or 
pickles, or like spinach or beets, something 
that is ordinarily served with vinegar, or a 
salad with a French dressing. Sweet flavor 
is usually provided in the dessert, or it may 
be introduced elsewhere, as in candied sweet 
FOLASsa or as jelly with meat. The five 
‘ood groups should also be represented — 


vegetables and fruit, cereal or starchy foods, | 


efficient protein foods, fats, and sugars. 
The relative proportion of foods chosen from 
these groups should supply sufficient protein 
of the right kind, calories, minerals, and 
vitamins.

The Judges counted the votes in the

The prizes consisted of nicely engraved 
silver medals donated by the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Larrowe Milling 
company, and a silver cream pitcher given 
by the Eastern States Farmers’ Exchange. 

The contest stimulated interest nthe 
value of a Cow-Testing Association with less 
than per ten cent placing the ring of cattle 
correctly, the need of testing to find out what 
cows produce is strongly emphasized. 
Seventy-four or about 31 per cent correctly 
picked the best cow.

an of the building committee. He also 
asked Harry A. Wright and Charles Newton 
to assist in the laying of the stone. Edward 
A. Burtt, sexton and Edward P. Hall the 
contractor also assisted. 

After the stone had been laid in place Mr. 
Boutwell then called upon the pastor, Rev. 
Newman Mathews to offer a dedicatory 
prayer, closing with benediction. 

The new vestry is being constructed of 
stone all of which is being acquired within the 
fan limits and within a quarter of a mile 
rom the site of the vestry. The vestry will 
be similar to the church in design. 


Tue First Vestry 

The first vestry was completed and ded- 
icated in December, 1856, at a cost of about 
$1600. In 1876 it was enlarged and re- 
faired at a cost of $545. In 1889 it was 
refurnished and supplied with a piano. In 
1908 it was moved from its original site, 
nearly opposite the front of the church 
building ,to the site on which the new vestry 
is to stand. The furnishings were removed 
on August 9, 10, 11. The work of taking 
down the old building began on Friday, 
August 12, and was completed on Tuesday, 
August 16, the ground being broken for the 
new vestry on the same day. 


Am Soctety 
VESTRY 
In January, 1915, the Ladies’ Aid society 

voted that the sum the society then had in 

the bank and any sums that might be added 

to it in the future should constitute a 

“Vestry Fund, either to remodel or to 

rebuild.” That year the society added 

$300 to the fund, making it over $700, and 
in 1916 $500 more. 

In January, 1917, the society voted that it 
was their desire that the old vestry be re- 
modeled and that the work be begun at 
once, 

During the participation of the United 
States in the war in Europe the work for the 
vestry was interrupted, the society devoting 
all of its efforts to war relief. During the 
closing months of 1919, however, work for 
the fund was resumed. Since then the sums 
added to the fund year by year have grown 
steadily larger. 

In 1919 the increase was about $250; in 
1920, $400; in 1921, $400; in 1922, $800; in 
1923, $1000; in 1924, $1100. In 1925 nearly 
$1200 were added, and in 1926 about $1100 
more, so that when the parish in August of 
the present year voted to build a vestry 
the society was able to vote $8000 toward it. 

Many ways have been resorted to raise 
this large sum, such as the following: Suppers 
and sales, lectures, old folks’ concerts by the 
grown-ups and the children, vestry banks 
and holiday calendars, rummage _ sales, 
affairs arranged by the Christian Endeavor 
society, the Seaman’s Friend society, the 
Lafalot club, the R. P. C. club, and contri- 
butions from former members of the parish. 
The ladies of the Bailey district have made a 
generous offering every year. 

Tue Parish AND A New VESTRY 

The first mention of any action by the 
parish relative to a new vestry is made in the 
records of the annual meeting of January 13, 
1916, and is as follows: 

Voted, that the Parish Assessors, in con- 
junction with two to be chosen by the 
Ladies’ Aid society, serve as a committee 
to see about changes in the vestry or to se- 
cure plans for a new one 

The matter was considered in some form 
at the annual meetings of the parish year by 
year, with the exception of 1919, from 1916 
to the present year. Various plans were 
suggested both for the remodeling of the old 
vestry and its enlargement and also for the 
erection of a new one. The thought of the 
parish has undergone a gradual evolution 
during the past ten years regarding this 
matter. 

At three of the annual meetings, sums of 
money were voted from the surplus funds of 
the parish to the vestry fund, amounting in 
all to $1200, 

On January 14, 1926, a new committee to 
secure plans and estimates for a new yout 
were chosen as follows: Frederic S, Boutwell, 
Harry A. Wright, Charles M. Newton, Miss 
Anna E. Chase and Miss Clara A. Putnam. 

On January 13, 1927, the parish approved 
the plans presented by the committee and it 
was instructed to draw up specifications, to 
secure bids and to report at a later meeting. 

At the special meeting on August 8, 1927, 
the parish voted to proceed to build a new 
vestry in accordance with the amended plans 
and specifications, to cost about $17,000, the 
building to be erected by Edward P. Hall of 
Andover. The vestry committee were 
authorized to act as the building committee. 
The treasurer, Frederic S. Boutwell, was 
authorized, with the approval of the assessors 
to hire the necessary money, the sum not to 
exceed $8,000.

4 MAIN STREET see ANDOVER 
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On Main Street Sidewalks 


Several years ago in 1923, in fact, an 
article appeared in the Town warrant 
asking an appropriation to build grano- 
lithic sidewalks on Main street from 
Campion’s corner to the intersection 
with School street on one side, and from 
Chestnut street to Chapel avenue on 
the other side. For the sake of economy 
the project was abandoned as a whole 
and $3,000 was appropriated to com- 
plete the sidewalks between Chestnut 
street and the Square. In 1926, an 
appropriation of $12,000 for Main 
street sidewalks south of Chestnut 
street was again defeated. This decision 
meant that for the time we must be 
satisfied with the good sidewalks on the 
lower end of Main street only. 

At the time this was discussed at the 
Town Meeting the need for new side- 
walks was great. Now, with a few more 
years of wear, the need is quite urgent. 
If this work had been done bit by bit 
during the past few years, it would now 
be near completion, 

The sidewalks as they are at present 
are decidedly dangerous to pedestrians 
as well as disgraceful in appearance, 
One section on the Hill, between Wheeler 
street and Chapel avenue is utterly 
without surface and the curbstones pro- 
ject considerably above the level of the 
walk. All along on both sides the 
asphalt is so much below the curbing 
that the water stands several inches 
deep after a heavy rain or melting snow. 
In’ winter, particularly, walking along 
Main street is extremely hazardous. 


In event this construction takes place | 


the residents whose property abuts 
on Main street may be asked to con- 
tribute toward the cost of the work. 


It hardly seems fair that the abutters 
should be assessed for this when the 
street is so widely used by the general 
public. Whether good sidewalks add 
materially to the value and appearance 
of the abutting property or not, it is 
an absolute necessity to all the towns- 
people that the walks of the main 
thoroughfare be kept in good condition. 

Several other sections of the town 
have been recently beautified by the 
addition of granolithic sidewalks. Un- 
doubtedly this work was well needed 
but hardly more so than on Main 
street. If our attractive and service- 
able roadway were flanked by equally 
attractive and serviceable sidewalks 
we could well be proud of our main 
highway. It is necessary that this work 
be done smetime so why not plan to 
have it completed as soon as possible 
and let some of the less needed improve- 
ments wait.

Giant Skeletons Are 


Uncovered in Florida 


Tampa, Fla.—Giant Indians who 
roamed Florida swamps 500 years ago 
or more, living on shell foods which 
they cracked with their teeth, is a pic- 
ture unfolded by archeologists who 
have delved into a burial ground on a 
gulf island near here. 

The skeletons were discovered on a 
small section of land where a lone 
fisherman has lived for years. Scien- 
tists estimated the bones are at least 
500 years old and are remains of a 
tribe known as the Caribs, natives of 
the West Indies, They are believed 
to have inhabited the state and ad- 
jacent islands before the arrival of 
Spaniards in Florida. 

The skulls, larger than those of cur- 
rent history, battered and crushed, in- 
dicated tribal battles. The jaw and 
teeth are unusually large. Likewise 
are the bones, indicating the Indians 
of past ages were veritable giants in 
coniparison with those of today. 

Mounds similar to the one in which 
the bones were unearthed are common 
in the state, 

The bones have been sent to the 
Smithsonian Insitutition for further 
examination,

Suit Over 4 Cents Drags 


On 6 Years in France 
Paris.—An 83-centime lawsult has 
been going on nearly six years in 
France and the end Is not yet In sight. 
This sum is about 3% cents, 

Millions of francs have been spent, 
courts have been occupied for weeks 
at a time and the best lawyers have 
argued on both sides, 

Marcel Boyer, a well-known “chan- 
sonnier,” conducting a sort of literary 
cabaret In the Latin quarter, started 
the judicial row by refusing to pay a 
disputed extra tax on two tickets he 
gave to an eld war comrade, Boyer, 
seeing the soldier at his box office, 
promptly passed him tn, handing 4 
francs to the cashier as the govern- 
ment tax on reduced-price tickets, 
The government inspector demanded 
83 centimes more because, he said, 
Boyer did not go through the formal- 
ity of buying the low-priced tickets 
from the box office. 

Decisions of all sorts have been 
handed down, some courts holding one 
way and some another, but always 
leaving unsettled some technicality 
that caused new trials. These re- 
hearings then went to other jurisdic- 
tions. The case has traveled pretty 
well over central France since It 
sturted November 27, 1921, 


Sixteen Skeletons Found 
Under Berlin Elevated 


Berlin. —From midnight to dawn 16 
skeletons of men, thought to have been 
murdered secretly in the revolution of 
1918, were unearthed In the founda- 
tions of Berlin’s elevated line, The 
burial ground was between the former 


military hospital and barracks, the 


scene of some of the cruelest battles 
of the revolution, The papers report 
that skulls were cracked by the butt 
ends of guns, which strengthens the 


theory that the bones are those of 


victims of the revolution, though a 
group of experts assert that the skele- 
tons are a century old.

Sealing Wax Is Used 
Extensively in the Arts 


Sealing wax is perhaps less impor- 
tant than it was before mucilage en- 
velopes came into use, but never was 
sailing wax so versatile as now, nor 
so useful artistically. Many a delicate 
decorative object that appears to be 
enamel ware or carved and painted 
wood or colored glass turns out to be 
merely molded sealing wax. Pendants 
and beads and artificial flowers, 
plaques and vases and candlesticks 
are among the objects beholden for 
their beauty to this material. Mold- 
Ing it, many an untrained woman has 
done something in home craftsman- 
ship. 

A lump of sealing wax on the end 
of a steel knitting needle melted over 
a flame and cooled in a glass of water, 
shaped with a molder and decorated 
by melting in other colors becomes a 
handsome bead. A metal-rimmed 
pasteboard tag covered with warmed 
sealing wax, shaped when soft into 
bunches of grapes or tlowers, becomes 
a “drop” to finish the necklace, Ear- 
rings and pins and hat ornaments are 
made in the same way.

ROGER W. BABSON ADVISES THE PURCHASE 
OF WINTER’S SUPPLY OF COAL 


In Spite of the Coal Strike There Is However a Large Amount of Coal on Hand and 
Non-Union Mines Are Turning Out a Large Volume—Oil a 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, September 
23, 1927. Roger W. Babson today in his 
weekly interview was questioned as to the 
fuel situation with special reference to Coal 
and oil. Notwithstanding the coal strike 
now in progress, there seems to be a general 
lack of interest in coal. People are not buy- 
ing their winter's supply now as they usually 
do. It is with these thoughts in view that 
Mr. Babson talks on the subject. His 
statement is as follows: 


Reason for Lack of Interest 


“People can be frightened for about only 
so long. The first time a thing is told to the 
Rene it makes the greatest impression. 
each additional time the same argument or 
appeal is made, the less effect it has on the 
public. The public has been through so 
many coal strikes, without suffering for the 
ack of fuel that it is fast becoming immune 
to fuel scares. Hence the public will not 
take any coal strike seriously at the present 
time. It fails to take this strike seriously for 
other reasons, namely (1) because it involves 
only the bituminous coal industry (not the 
anthracite); and (2) because it involves only 
a portion of the bituminous industry. The 
non-union bituminous mines are now pro- 
ducing almost as much as all bituminous 
mines produced a few years ago. 

“Another reason why people are not now 
ordering their coal is because the average 
man has not much money today. Although 
wages have greatly increased during the past 
ten years, yet wage workers feel as poor as 
they ever did. This is partly due to the 
growth of the instalment business and 
partly to other causes. Whatever the 
reasons, the average man is short of cash 
today. Furthermore, his credit for coal and 
other articles of consumption is not very 
good. If a man has not paid for his piano, 
radio, or automobile by the end of the 
winter, it can be taken away from him and 
sold at a price which will reimburse the 
seller. At the end of the winter, however, 
the coal dealer cannot come around and take 
away the coal because it will then all be 
burned up! Hence the average man cannot 
buy coal on credit the same as he can buy 
furniture, automobiles and other things. 
Hence people put off buying coal until they 
have to, and consequently do not buy until 
the weather becomes chilly. Of course this 
is a mistaken policy to follow, but it is a 
common policy.

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Serious Competitor With Coal 


Truth About the Strike 


“Although the strike in the coal mining 
industry is not yet an important factor in the 
price of coal, yet it cannot be ignored. 
Surely it is serious from the view point of the 
employees in the coal mines and of the wom- 
en and children in the coal miners’ homes. 
The least coal is being mined in Illinois 
where the unions are very strong. ‘There 
operations have practically ceased. In- 
diana is also a strong union district, al- 
though considerable coal is being produced 
in that state. Some of the Indiana operators 
are still working under the Jacksonville 
Agreement and some of them are attempting 
to run open shop. Ohio is a strong union 
district and there production is around 
30 per cent of normal. 

“The greatest amount of coal is being 
mined in Virginia and Kentucky, which are 
non-union states and which states have 
doubled, during the past few years, their 
production. West Virginia is largely non- 
union and is nearly back to normal. Penn- 
sylvania is rather disrupted as the unions 
are fairly strong in that state; but the 
operators there are very strong also and they 
are making a determined effort to open their 
mines on an open shop basis. As a result of 
this whole situation coal mining is not back 
to normal. On the other hand, there is a 
stock of over fifty million tons on hand 
which is equivalent to what would normally 
be consumed in forty or fifty days. Under 
the circumstances, with non-union mines 
turning out such a large volume of coal, and 
with fifty million tons on hand, customers 
are justified in not being worried. In 
addition to the above supply of coal at the 
mines, railroads and large corporations have 
great quantities of coal on hand, which also 
adds to the general security. 

Oil Situation 

“Oil is increasingly becoming a substitute 
for coal. Modern steamships now use oil 
altogether, and the railroads are using oil 
in their new locomotives. More manu- 
facturers are continually adopting oil, while 
it is becoming more and more popular for 
heating. Without doubt oil costs more in 
many sections of the country than does coal. 
Furthermore, oil will some day again be 
scarce and quite expensive. Statistics show 
that oil will not be a permanent substitute 
for coal. On the other hand, oil is easier to 
operate, much cleaner than coal and has 
many temporary advantages Hence I 
would not be surprised to see an increase in 
oil consumption for industrial and heating 
purposes during the next few years. This 


means that oil will become even a more 
severe competitor of coal than at present and 
that coal dealers are wise who will also sell 
and deliver fuel oil. 


“Some day there will be a shortage of 
natural oil, but nothing at the present in- 
dicates any immediate danger from this 
source. Huge amounts of oil are in storage. 
At the first of this month nearly 600,000,000 
barrels of crude oil and its products were 
held on hand. As the average daily con- 
sumption is nearly 2,600,000 barrels this 
means that there is oil enough to supply the 
country for over 200 days. In addition to 
this large supply on hand, production itself 
is constantly increasing. For instance, 
during the first six months of this year about 
440,000,000 barrels of crude oil were pro- 
duced which was about 22 per cent more 
than that produced during the first six 
months of 1926. Thus production at the 
present time is exceeding consumption not- 
withstanding the vast amount of oil in 
storage. Also, it is a fact that new ore 
borings are being made in Canada, Florida 
and other sections which have great possi- 
bilities; while South America and Asia have 
untapped oil fields with tremendous pro- 
ducing capacity. Experts tell me that 
Venezuela has more oil under ground than 
has thus far been developed in the entire 
United States. 


Mining and Oil Stocks as Investments 

“Stocks of companies which merely pro- 
duce coal or oil cannot be considered real 
investments. Aside from the speculative 
possibilities; dividends by such producing 
companies are usually paid out of principal. 
This is not very good finance. Companies, 
however, which have good merchandising 
organizations, whether coal or distributing 
oil, should be fair investments. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company, for instance, is built on 
the assumption that its pipe lines can 
transport oil in every direction and that its 
business would continue just the same if it 
must buy all its products. Therefore, the 
securities of the Standard Oil Company have 
always been good and with proper manage- 
ment should be good for some years to come. 
Companies, however, which are dependent 
on production only, and who own only oil 
wells without pipe lines, tanks, steamers, 
distributing trucks and retail stations, have 
not such good opportunities. 

“Owing to the present great surplus of 
coal and oil, and to the fact that these 
industries are largely competitors of each

Cotton Mather Gave 
Name to Yale College 


Cotton Mather would willingly have 
become president of his alma mater, 
Harvard, succeeding his father, but 
though there were opportunities, he 
never was elected, writes William BE. 
Barton in the Dearborn Independent. 
He became dissatisfied with Harvard, 
and on January 2, 1717, he wrote in 
bis diary: 

“What shall I do for the welfare 
of the college at New Haven? I am 
inclined to write unto a wealthy East 
India merchantman at London, who 
may be disposed on several accounts, 
to do for that society and colony,” 

Accordingly he wrote to Elihu Yale, 
a rich and childless man, saying: 

“If what is forming at New Haven 
might bear the name of Yale college, 
it would be better than a name of 
sons and daughters. And your mu- 
nificence might easily obtain for you 
such a commemoration.” 

The money came, and the name was 
given to the college by Mather and

WEDDING RING OLD 
SIGN OF AFFECTION 


Has Long Been Regarded as 
Symbol of Eternity. 


Of all the symbolisms that have 
centered around the marriage cere- 
mony of the past, perhaps none is 
more interesting in all of its associa- 
tions and so vitally a part of modern 
civilized life as the wedding ring. 
The true origin of the wedding ring 
may never be known, but the sacred 
privilege of bestowing a ring upon the 
betrothed bride has been traced to 
the Roman practice of the Second cen- 
tury B, ©. Plain iron rings were first 
employed for this purpose, but as early 
as the Second century of the Christian 
era gold rings came into use In the 
ceremony of betrothals, In olden times 
the circular form of the ring was ac- 
cepted as a symbol of eternity, thus 
{indicative of the stability of affection. 

Constancy and heaven are round, 

And in this the emblem's found. 

A further reason for choosing the 
ring rather than some other object to 
bind matrimonial pledges was that 
anciently the ring was a seal by 
which all orders were signed and 
things of value secured. It was, 
therefore, a sign that the person to 
whom {ft was given had been admitted 
Into the highest friendship and trust. 
In early Roman times it was the duty 
of the bridegroom to deliver the keys 
to his house with the ring at the mar- 
rhage. 

There has been a great variety of 
opinion among different countries re- 
garding the proper finger for the wed- 
ding ring, In certain marriage rituals 
of olden times the ring was placed by 
the husband on the top of the thumb 
of the left hand. With the words “In 
the name of the Father” he then re- 
moved it to the forefinger, saying “and 
of the Son;” then to the middle fin- 
ger, adding “and the Holy Ghost.” 
Finally the ring was left on the fourth 
finger, with the closing word “Amen.” 
The custom of placing the wedding 
ring on the fourth finger seems un- 
doubtedly to owe its origin to the 
fancy that a special nerve or vein ran 
directly from this finger to the heart, 
The earliest record of the practice was 
among the ancient Egyptian women, 
who wore their wedding rings on the 
left-hand fourth finger, as in the 
Twentieth century, 

In early Greek and Roman times 
the ring was worn on the index finger, 
as was the marriage ring In the Jew- 
ish ceremonial, There tt {s also found 
In the “Betrothal of St. Catherine,” by 
Murillo, and the “Betrothal of Marie 
de Medici," by Rubens, The tndex 
finger also holds a ring in many wom- 
en's portraits of the Fifteenth to Sey- 
enteenth centuries, other fingers being 
devold of rings. 

Queen Louise of Germany wore her 
wedding ring on the right-hand little 
finger, while in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth of England wedding rings 
Were Worb on the thumb, This was 
also the custom during the reign of 
George I of England und is attributed 
to the exceptionally large wedding 
rings favored by fashion at that time,
